It is .aimed primarily at 
bookmakers and would exempt 
legitimate news reporting of sports 
events by the press, radio and 
television. Violators could be fined 
$10,000 and imprisoned for two 
yea"rs. 


The second bill would make it a 


federal offense to ship gambling 
equipment and supplies in inter- 
state commerce, except into states 
where their use is legal. Violators 
could be fined $10,000 and impris- 
oned for five years. 


The committee 
killed a third 


Senate bill that would have pro- 
hibited obstruction of any lawful 
federal investigation or interfer- 
ence with informants. The bill car- 
ried penalties of up to $5,000 and 
five years imprisonment. 


The bills are part of Atty. Gen.
